Mr. Porter's Injnries,
thongh disfiguring. are not serlons, Mr, J. M, Hum-
phreys, who was with Mr. Porter, came In for a
ghare of the blows Inficted by Woods' tist, but suc-
ceeded in making good his retreat,

Since the above was written we have heard Mr,
Porter's acconnt of the afuair, He says that, walk-
ing down Broadl street with Mr. Humphreys, they
were met by Woods, who asked them to take a
drink. They declined, wherenpon Woods became
belligerent and pitehed into Porter withont Aoe no-
tice of his intention. At any rate, it secms (o be
conceded that Pat was “too many” for his nppo-
nents, and was declared victor on the second roundl,

Eight miles to the west of Carson an engl-
dley was killed and a team of horses
capiared, At the same place a severa fight occarred
Inter between the hndians and another party of
white men, resulting in the death of two white
men and the capture of o mule-team, Mr, Kaw was
wounded, Twenty miles west of Carson a battle
was fought with the savages; one white man killed
and one wounded. The savages gol no stock.
Five miles from the last-named pince another
fight occurred, In  which one white man
was killed and one wounded. At Willow
Springs n train Was attacked and
geventy-five mules captured. One white man was
Killed and four wounded, The fght at Lake Station
Wi severe, One white man was Killed and three
wonnded, 1t I8 thought that the whole namber of
white men killed will foot up twenty, and the
amount of stock captured by the Indians four hun-
dred head,. Some thirty or forty white men were
wounded, soveral of whom will dle, Such in brief
is the statement of another terrible Indian outrage.
The aetalls would fill selumns of Four paper, but 1
have no ume to write them, It 18 gratifying to
know that the Indians did not escape unpunished,
Dead bodles of savages were left at every point
where they attacked, showing how bravely our
people defended their lives and property.

The Additlons to the Treaty of Annexation.

The New York flerald’'s Washington corres-
pondent gives the following as the textof the
additional article o the treaty for the annexa-
tion of 8an Domingo, whieh was sent in Lo the
Benate by the President yesterday:—

Additional article to the trealy between the Domi-
nican Hepublic and the United States, of the 29th of
November, 1868, for the annexation of that republic
to the United dtates:—

Whereas, Pursuant to the ninth article of the treaty
between the Dominlcan Republic and the United
States, of the %9th day of November, 1568, for the
annexation of that republic to the United States, It
was stipulated that the ratifications of that lgstro-
ment shiould be exchanged within four months from
{ts date, or sooner, [ possible; and whereas the said
time has l.-xllllrl'd, hut the parties belng still desirons
that the sald treaty should be carried into full etfect
have determined to extend the time for the exchange
of the ratitications aforesaid, For this purpose the
President of the United Btates has conferred full
powers on Hamilton Fish, Secretary of State, and
the President of the Dominican Republie has con-
ferred like powers on Joseph Warren Fabens; and
the sald plenipotentiaries having exchauged thelr
fnll powers, which were found to be in dae form,
have agreed upon the following additional article: —
The time for exchunging the ratifications of the
treaty between the Dominican Republic and the
Unpited States of the 20th of November, 1569, Is
hereby extended to the 18t day of July next. In
witness whereol the respective plesipotentinries
have sigoned the presemt article in doplicate and
have amixed thereto their seals, Done at Washing-
ton, the 14th day of May, 15870,

The Dayton, Ohio, Jouwrnal of Monday gives
the following particulars of the recent terrible
digagter in that cly:—

Mr. Moeller says that he reéturned home on Satur-
doy night between 10 and 11 o'clock. 18 fannly had
already retired, and he went immedintely to bed,

The first intimation Moeller had of fire, his wife
aroused him by sereaming, ““The house s on fire!”
The boye—fourin number—who slept in the garret,
had first discovered the fire, and rushing down stairs,
awakeped their mother, The room was already
fillled with smoke, #8 that they could scarcely see
each other, Mrs. Moeller ran to the front window.
and raisipg it, called to her husbaod to throw out a
bed, and jump out and cateh the chlldren.

The two eldest boys, Frank sand [enry, aged re-
gpectively 16 and 18 years, jumped out of the win-
dow while their parents were g anning how to save
themselves and cohildren, Then Moeller got an-
other bed-tick, throwing it out of the window, and
telling his wife to throw the children down to him,
he jumped out, but the sash fell down on his wrist,
and he with difficulty got it loose. It was by this
accident that he was hart.

The room above was already stifing when Moeller
got out of the window, and the sudden closing of
the window deprived the wife and children of wost
little air they could breathe, and they must have
been suffocated almost |nsmnu{~m except the
babe, which Mrs. Moeller held at her breast,

The firemen found the bodies near the door,
where, it 18 belleved, they were smothered while
atempting to make thelr by the stalrway.
The bodles were very little burned—merely scorched
in the face. The smoke and fame were taken lnto
their lungs, causing instant death.
